The Hawaiian Archipelago comprises a 
group of eight inhabited islands, 2,000 
miles southeast of San Francisco. They 
have an area of 6,480 square miles, being 
about equal to Connecticut, Rhode Island 
and Delaware combined, and having a 
population twice the size of that of the 
least populous state of the union. Nevada, 
and considerably more than the last ad- 
mitted state of Idaho. The chief city is 
Honolulu, the capital, with a population 
of 23,000. The government is at present 
a limited constitutional monarchy with a 
form as to its royal branch superficially 
like that of England, but with a constitu- 
tion modeled after that of the United 
States. Executive power is vested in four 
ministers appointed by the sovereign. The 
legislature consists of two bodies of 
twenty-four members each, the upper 
house being composed of nobles who are 
elected by voters having an annual in- 
come of $600, and who are able to read 
and write. The electors of the lower house 
must be able to read and write, and pay 
at lest $5 annually in taxes.

Their word for 
goodby is “aloha,” and if there is no 
other music to be had, they form a circle 
about the friend leaving and sing an aloha 
as a farewell salutation. This same word 
is used as a greeting, also a blessing. In 
greeting a returning friend they always in- 
voke the blessings of Pele.“ Pele is the 
goddess that is supposed by the natives 
to rule the universe. Every island of the 
group is covered with extinct craters of 
volcanoes, and some active craters. © On 
Hawaii island the largest active crater in 
the world now exists, and the natives sup- 
pose it to be the home of Pele. The crater 
is nine miles in circumference and about 
a thousand feet deep. When the wrath of 
Pele is aroused she causes an eruption, 
which can only be appeased by the sacri- 
fice of one of the royal princesses. At the 
last great eruption of this volcano Kiluaea, 
in 1887, Princess Likelike, although a sup- 
posed believer in Christianity, made a 
journey to the crater and leaped headlong 
inte the seething lake of fire, that her peo- 
ple, whom she loved, might be restored to 
peace with their wrathfwl Pele. 

The natives are adepts in the manufact- 
ure of curios of feathers, seeds, palm 
leaves and grasses. They make a hatband 
of peacock feathers not over two inches 
wide, the: least of which I saw cost #10. 
All their work is very expensive to stran- 
gers, but cheap enough among themselves. 

Besides cocoanuts and dates, bananas are 
the most abundant of all fruits. With 
these three every one is aequainted, but 
there are many other kinds of fruits that 
are comparatively unknown.

Southern History. 


From The Galveston News. 

General John B. Gordon, in pursuance of 
directions of the confederate veterans assem- 
bled at New Orleans in April last, has ap- 
pointed a committee to formulate a plan for 
securing a true history of the late civil war 
and to select ‘a proper and truthful history of 
the United States for use in the public and 
private schedls of the south. This action im- 
plies that there has not yet been written a 
true history of the civil war and presumes 
that the committee will have sufficient influ- 
ence to direct the adoption of a text book of 
United States history in the south. The move- 
ment contemplates the chronicling of facts 
in such a manner as will do justice to the 
confederate cause. This purpose is praise- 
worthy. It is the duty of the living to leave 
a truthful record for posterity. It is proper 


| that the brave men of the south shall be 


y known by succeeding generations. The 
heroes of the confederacy deserve to be re- 
| bered not ss .rebele..but as patriots to 
Conscientious ‘éoriviction ‘adhd to honest con- 
eeptions of constitutional right. The heritage 


of their bravery is not tinged with the blight . 


of treason, and the mirror of history should 
clearly reflect the truth. But there is dan- 
ger in the undertaking. All are human alike. 
It will be as difficult for a southern man to 
write a history just to the north as for a 
northern man to write a history just to the 
south, A book, compiled under the direct 
inspiration of the confederate: veterans is lla- 
ble to partake,’ more or less, - confederate 
prejudice. Certainly it will regt under such 
a suspicion, It is hard to ate impartial 
history even twenty-five years after the events 
to be chronicled, Prejudice unconsciously 
runs beyond one generation. It would be 
better to leave the compilation of the history 
to such writers as may be named to under- 
take it. The seal of the association of con- 
féderate veterans will not make à volume 
standard any more than would the seal of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. It must: run 
the gauntlet of criticism and pass between 
the croas-firing columns of opposing préjudices. 
The compilation of history cannot be assigned

et duty. Historians, like poets,” are born, 
not made. If the truthful historian of the 
civil war has not yet been born it is greatly 
to be feared that the act of the confederate 
veterans will precipitate premature and un- 
successful results. As to school histories, 
rey may be safely left to local boards of 
‘trustees who are either themselves eonfeder- 
ate veterahs or the representatives to a large 
extent of ex-confederates. In general this 
well be left to the evolution of 
sets all things right.

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eral report covering the whole health con- 
dition of Germany. Both the statements 
and report were reassuring, although Pro- 
fessor Koch thinks that the worst period 
of the epidemic in Hamburg and Altoona 
has not yet passed. 

The authorities of Hamburg and Altoona 
are blamed for concealing the presence of 
the disease. The first outbreak occurred 
in Hamburg as far back as August 14th, 
and at Altoona on August 19th. 

During the whole week vessels left Ham- 
burg under clean bills of health, although 
the authorities knew the epidemic was 
daily growing worse. The imperial health 
office, recognizing the value of the utmost 
publicity in making arrangements to pub- 
lish’ the daily health record of Berlin and 
other centers, reported all cases of cholera 
and kindred. diseases. Diarrhoeal disorders 
and dysentery, which are rather rife here, 
and which are apt to alarm the people, will 
have the especial attention of doctors. 

Will Keep Us Informed. 

Mr. Edwards, the American consul gen- 
eral here, bas taken the necessary steps to 
give the state department at Washington 
all tion of the situation throughout 
Germany. The health office promises to 
furnish him with all the information it re- 

Consuls within Mr. Edward's jurisdic- 
tion have been ordered to keep a sharp 
lookout and to report by cable to Washing 
ton without delay any cases of cholera oc- 
curring in their districts. 

Charles F. Johnson, consul at Hamburg, 
was visiting Berlin with his family, When 
he learned that Hamburg had been at- 
tacked. He at once returned to his post. 
~ Spreading at Hamburg. 

Serupulous care is now being taken at 
Br@men and Hamburg. Inspection is ex- 
tending not to emigrants alone, but to the 
crews of vessels and all passengers. To- 
night’s advices leave every populous place 
in Germany free from Asiatic cholera, ex- 
cept Hamburg, where Professor Koch’s 
predictions regarding the spread of the 
plague are being fulfilled. The disease has 
now spread over the whole city and to the 
suburbs. The doetor, with a number of 
hospital assistants, bas left Berlin to as- 
sist the Hamburg physicians. The ambu- 
lauce service and means for the rapid 
burial of victims have been greatly aug- 
mented. The exodus of wealthier Ham- 


burg families is new ‘proceeding on a large 


ale. Though leading thoroughfares there 
present their ordinary aspect, shopkeepers 
declare that business ‘is stagnant. Many 
of them would close their shops, but are 
prevented through fear of adding to the 
public depression, which wants but little to 
be an absolute panic. While many have 
fied, other prosperous citizens are doing 
much personally and through agents to re- 
lieve families who have been stricken, or 
who are menaced through want of nourish- 
jug food. Donations of food, disinfectants 
and medicaments are plentiful. Brandy, 
in which the mass of the people believe, 
despite the doctors’ opinions to the contrary, 
is supplied gratuijously, though in small 
doses, at many plaees. Never in the his- 
tory of Hamburg has the hand of charity 
been so open. 
Uneasiness in London. 


London, August 27.—It was announced 
this morning that another passenger who 
arrived at Gravesend on the steamer, Gem- 
aun, had died from cholera at Gravesend 
hospital. There is deep indignation at the 
carelessness of .the medical officers who 
fuspected and passed the Gemma, particu- 
larly in view of the fact that they had 
been ordered to be most searching in their 
examination of vessels from infected ports. 
considerable uneasiness has been created 
dy the knowledge that some of the Gemma’s 
passengers are in London. The whereabouts 
of all of them is not known, but a strict 
watch will be kept for the first appearance 
of the disease. It is considered that an 
outbreak is inevitable.

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GIVEN THREE MINUTES TO 
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Brunswick 's biggest sensation developed 
today when Frank Rooks, a wellknown 
lumber worker, was driven into town 
from Crispen island, his face, head and 
body a spotted mass of coaltar and chick- 
en feathers, through which his bleared 
‘eyes winked in a horrible manner. 
Straight to a friend’s house Frank went, 
and there with the aid of friends and 
some druggist’s compound he succeeded in 
relieving himself of some of his filthy 
overcoat. 

After this work was over Rooks donned 
a suit of clothes and with much of the 
sticky mass clinging to his body and limbs 
made his way painfully to Justic8 Croker’s 
office and there told his tale of woe. On 
Crispen island the Brunswick Lumber 
Company's mammoth plant is located. 
The concern employs several hundred 
men and Rooks has been following 4 wo- 
man who lives there for several days. 

Called Out at Midnight. 

Last night about 12:30 o’clock some one 
called Rooks from a house and told him 
the mill foreman wished to see him. Out 
Rooks went and while picking his way | 
along a wooded path he was suddemy 
seized from behind. A cap was thrown 
over his head, ropes rere slipped around 
his body and with his arms pinioned close 
to his side he was rapidly shoved along 
in front of what seemed to be a crowd of 
twenty men. A halt was made in an 
opening and his pinioned arms were un- 
loosed. ‘With a quick motion his entire 
clothing was stripped from. his body, and 
like a flash a bucket of warm, slushy tar 
was lifted above his head and upturned 
until the contents ran smoothly down his 
Dody. A second dose was given Rooks, 
and then a crocus sack full of chicken 
feathers was deftly sifted down upon 
the body of the unlucky man. This work 
done, the leader of the crowd pulled out 
his watch and gave Rooks. orders to 
leave the island in three minutes. Rooks 
left before the three minutes were out 
and sought friends to relieve his distress, 

The Cause of It. 

The reason given for the act of th 
crowd is given as obtained from parties 
who know the facts, which are these! 
Rooks has been following Mary Payette, 
the notorious wife of a respectable, hard- 
working man on Crispen. Her conduct 
recently has been bad, and has aroused 
the ire of all the good people of Crispen. 
She had her husband arrested for wife 
beating and adultery yesterday, and 
Rooks was named as a witness. Fearing 
that Rooks. would give them away and 
wishing to rid the island of him, some of 
the workng men or others near there 
adopted the plan pursued, which worked 
beautifully. Tonight it was learned that 
Mary Payette would also be treated to a 
coat of tar and feathers before morning 
dawns. She is the mother of three inter- 
esting children and her husband will en- 
deavor to secure them a home with his 
Sister in Savannah. He is a deserving 
man and has the sympathy of many. His 
wife’s love for men has ruined her life 
and wrecked a once happy home. 

The Woman Defended. 

At a late hour tonight several friends 
of Mary Payette came into town and 
stated positively that the reports given 
out about her character were false and 
that she was better than had been repre- 
sented. 

They say an infamous scheme is on foot 
to ruin her character, but she will be 
cleared of the charges made against her. 
Both sides of the story are given as learn- 
ed by the correspondent from men whose 
word will be taken by any court in the 


country. Developments will clear up 
what now seems a mystery.
